REMARKS 

Claims 2-4 and 8-17, 20, 22, 24, and 25 are all the claims pending in the application. By 
this amendment, claims 18, 19, 21, and 23 have been canceled. 

Claims 3, 4, 10, 12, 14, 16, and 17 are independent claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10, 14, 15, 17, 20, 22 and 24 are allowed. 

Claims 8, 18, 19, 21 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Accordingly, Applicant has 
added the recitations of allowable dependent claims 18, 19, 21, and 23 to rejected independent 
claims 3, 4, 12, and 16, respectively. 

Therefore, each of the pending independent claims 3, 4, 10, 12, 14, 16, and 17 include 
allowable subject matter.
